higher l ev els with exporting co u n ­ 
tries unable to meet tile demand. 
While farmers in 
certain 
terri­ 
tories may profit from the 
higher 
prices, it is doubtful w hether the in­ 
dustry a« a whole will he benefitted. 
Constant rains, causing floods 
in 
many sections, and a generally tat • 
and cold spring have retarded p la n t­ 
ing and cultivating 
to 
an 
extent 
where excellent weather is a n e c e s ­ 
sity from now until th resh in g has 
been completed. 
Unless this wea­ 
ther materializes, farmers will have 
very little crops for m arket, it D 
feared, and thus will not fully real­ 
ize on the prevailing high prices.

This list includes several Crc companies and oil companies, 
and such concerns as Armour & Co. aud the National Biscuit 
company. 
These concerns have quit using billboards with a background 
of interesting scenery because they have found that with the (ani­ 
lic sentiment worked up against that practice by the women's clubs 
ii doesn’t pay. Because it does not pay to advertise this way, they 
Mill advertise in other ways, because all cd these concerns have 
built their prosperity on a foundation of advertising. 
An incidental result of what these women’s organizations 
have been doing is the present eagerness of billboard companies 
to do away wbh practices that flagrantly arouse public Sentiment. 
But tilt- General Federation feels that ii is not enough to reb on 
self-regulation by tho billboard companies, so it is working not 
only for more restrictive legislation, but for a more vigorous pub­ 
lic sentiment.
